Dr. pBT_"HEf| "~ - contacted and indicated that he had discussed the seriousness 
of the complaint with the parents. In addition, the District Executive met with 
the Scoutmaster of Troop 180, Mr. ^^^^^^H Mr. Bischoff was also an 
Assistant Scoutmaster of Troop 180. Mr. informed us of an incident six 

years ago involving Mr. Bischoff. It was reported that Mr. Bischoff was taking 
pictures of Scouts in the latrine. Mr. t^^l also indicated the Mr. Bischoff 
used to be heavily involved with Boy f s State in New Jersey and left because of 
other interests.

A conference was held at the Bergen Council office at 8:00 p.m. on March 11, 
1982 with Mr* Albert Bischoff to discuss incidents of improper conduct. Present 
were: Mr. Ai Hess, District Commissioner; William Bolan, Field Director; 
Fred Glock, District Executive and Al Bischoff, Assistant Scoutmaster, Troop 180. 

Mr. Hess presented Mr. Bischoff a letter from Thomas Bonica, Council President, 
a copy atcached. It was explained to Mr. Bischoff that information had been 
received by the Bergen Council that made it necessary to ask for Mr. Bischoff 's 
resignation from Scouting. It was indicated the the B.S.A. was not making any 
accusations but for the good of the B.S.A. it is necessary for Mr. Bischoff to 
resign immediately. 

Mr. Bischoff was informed that there was a process for review if he wished to 
pursue those areas * 

Mr. Bischoff stated, "He did not want to fight the Boy Scouts and asked when 
this would take effect.? He was told immediately. He was also informed that the 
matter would remain strictly confidential, between him and the B.S.A.
